Our kitchens must be equipped 
for three major tasks—the storage 
and preparation of food, the cook­ 
ing and serving of that food, and 
the washing of dishes. To each of 
these tasks a “work center” is as­ 
signed, At each center the equip­ 
ment is so arranged that the work 
can be carried on with utmost dis­ 
patch and ease. 
These 
planned 
centers are located in 1-2-3 order, 
so that the work flows in an order­ 
ly and efficient manner. 
This sequence may be either in 
the form of the letter U (the most 
desirable plan) or in the form of 
an L, or in a straight line, along 
one wall. Of course this arrange­ 
ment can always be modified when 
existing doors and windows are in 
thew ay. 


FIRST “CENTER” 
STORAGE AND PREPARATION 


The first work center is the one 
at which preparation of meals be­ 
gins. 
It includes the electric re­ 
frigerator, where foods are scienti­ 
fically preserved, because a safe, 
uniform 
temperatures; 
storage 
space for supplies not 
requiring 
cold storage, and for small equip­ 
ment—and a convenient shelf or 
counter on which the housewife 
may prepare food as she takes it 
from storage. 


SECOND “CENTER” 
CLEANING AND DISHWASHING 


The cleaning and 
dishwashing 
center should be 
next—between 
the first center, where meals be­ 
gin, and the third center, where 
they are cooked and served.

center is a real work and 
time 
saver. 
Here, convenient to 
the 
plumbing connections, two irksome 
jobs are done the 
electric 
way. 
Joined to the sink is the electrig 
dishwasher and kitchen waste exit. 
Soiled dishes try your

and etch lines of toil on

Electricity 
Efficient Fuel 


On the basis 
of 
heat 
energy 
needed for cooking 
foods, 
elec­ 
tricity is the most efficient 
fuel, 
according to a recent government 
survey made by the 
Bureau 
of 
Home Economics in 
conjunction 
with the U. S. Bureau of Agricul­ 
tural Engineering. Electricity and 
four other common fuels 
were 
used in making the tests. 
"Two typical ranges were used 
in each case, except with ‘Fuel D,’ 
wmich was tested 
in 
only 
one 
range,” says Louise Stanley, Chief 
of the Bureau of Home Economics, 
in her 1937 report to 
the 
Hon. 
Henry A. Wallace, Secretary 
of 
Agriculture. 
“Based on the total consumption 
of heat energy required in cooking

With 
the illuminated dial, it is easy to 
see every time the electricity is 
automatically turned off and on 
in the oven. 
My full oven meal 
figures only 1,880 watts during the 
hour of 15 minutes that it takes to 
cook. On some local electric rates, 
this figures only $0.0564 for pre­ 
paring a meal adequate for serving 
six persons. 
This can be—2 lbs. 
Meat Loaf, 21,£ lbs. Baked Pota­ 
toes, 1 lb. Buttered Beets, and a 
9-inch Apple Pie. 
Here is one of my actual demon­ 
stration experiences: 
I arrived in a certain city early 
one morning and was most pleas­ 
ed to find 
a 
complete 
electric 
kitchen at my disposal. 
Electric 
cooking is used in almost 
sixty 
per cent of the homes in this com­ 
munity, so it is not a new story to 
| the housewives. My afternoon ses- 
’ sion included

a 
large number oi experienced elec­ 
tric range users. 
I 
divided 
the 
class into two groups and held a 
guessing contest. The experienced 
users competed against those who 
• did not have electric ranges 
in 
| their own homes. 
We carefully timed carh opera­ 
tion, the 
surface 
cooking, 
the 
oven, and the well-cooker. 
They 
guessed or estimated the cost of 
electricity used for each operation. 
! Then 1 scored the two groups. The 
experienced users scored highest 
on surface operations. They knew 
how to figure unit wattage 
and 
correct timing, but the oven cost 
figure^ were the most surprising to 
everyone. It shows how little we 
t know about the actual consump- 
l tion of electricity for baking and 
roasting. 
We accept oven 
tem- 
j perature regulating 
devices 
for 
their 
dependable 
performance, 
but little 
realize 
what 
careful 
watchmen they really are. 
With extra ranges connected in 
addition to the one in the Model 
Kitchen, I 
had 
unlimited 
oven 


space. I reserved one range for a 
surprise demonstration and had it 
wired through a separate meter. 
Complete oven, cooker, and elec­ 
tric sauce pan meals were prepar­ 
ed in advance. No one knew they 
were being baked until I display­ 
ed them at the conclusion of the 
program. 
They consisted of the following:

cost per plate was $0.0037. 
1. The oven meal was very ap­ 
petizing in appearance. The ham, 
roll biscuits were a beautiful gold­ 
en brown. 
2. The cooker meal caused much 
comment because the spare ribs 
were roasted to perfection. 
Due 
to the side heat in the cooker, it 
was possible to stand 
them 
up 
against the side of the well and 
turn them out like a crown roast, 
with the sauerkraut in the center. 
3. The electric sauce pan was 
the hit of the day—to be able to 
fry and bake in one utensil, as we 
did our Spanish Rice today, does 
a-em rather unbelievable, doesn’t 
it?

KITCHENS PLANNED 
FOR CONVENIENCE 


Our kitchens must be equipped 
for three m ajor tasks—the storage 
and preparation of food, the cook­ 
ing and serving of that food, and 
the washing of dishes. To each of 
these tasks a “work center” is as­ 
signed At each center the equip­ 
ment is so arranged that the work 
can be carried on with utmost dis­ 
patch and ease. 
These 
planned 
centers are located in 1-2-3 order, 
so that the work flows in an order­ 
ly and efficient m anner. 
This sequence may be either in 
the form of the letter U (the most 
desirable plan) or in the form of 
an L, or in a straight line, along 
one wall. 
Of course this arrange­ 
m ent can always be modified when 
existing doors and windows are in 
the way. 


FIRST “CENTER" 
STORAGE AND PREPARATION 


The first work center is the one 
at which preparation of meals be­ 
gins. 
It includes the electric re­ 
frigerator, where foods are scienti­ 
fically preserved, because a safe, 
uniform 
tem peratures; 
storage 
space for supplies not 
requiring 
cold storage, and for small equip­ 
m ent—and a convenient shelf or 
counter on which the housewife 
may prepare food as she takes it 
from storage. 


SECOND “CENTER” 
CLEANING AND DISHWASHING 


The cleaning and 
dishwashing 
center should be 
next—between 
the first center, where meals be­ 
gin. and the third center, where 
they are cooked and served. 
“Why should ‘dishwashing’ 
be 
located here?” you may ask. 
The 
reason is that you often need water 
from the sink in both preparation i 
and cooking of meals. 
Also, soil- j 
ed dishes accumulate from 
both 
preparation and cooking. 
If 
the 
dishwashing center is handy 
to 
both, you are saved 
unnecessary 
steps in disposing of these dishes. 
The sink should be close to the 
refrigerator. 
This is 
im portant. 
While many perishables are placed 
directly in the refrigerator as they 
are received at the kitchen door, 
an equal num ber must be washed : 
before they are stored. 
Usually placed at 
a 
window, t 
this 
cleaning 
and 
dishw ashing! 
center is a real work and 
time 
saver. 
Here, convenient to 
the 
plumbing connections, two irksome 
jobs are done the 
electric 
way. 
Joined to the sink is the electric 
dishwasher and kitchen waste exit. 
Soiled dishes try your 
patience 
and etch lines of 
toil 
on

hands. 
But no more when 
the 
electric dish washer does them for 
you! 
Does them better—in less 
time!
